He Declares for the Gold Dollar as the 
Standard Unit of Value. 


A.Baxy, N. Y., February 27.—The following is 
the reply addressed by Prasidentelect Cleve 
land to the silver coinage advocates in Congress: 

To the Hon. A. J. Warner and others, Members of 
the Forty -eighih Congress—GenytrLemen: The letier 
which I have had the honor to receive from you in- 
vites, and, indeed, obliges me to give expression to 
some grave public necessities, although in advauce 
of the moment when they would become objects of 
my Official care and partial responsibility. Your 
solicitude that my judgment shali have been care- 
fully and deliberately formed is entirely just. and 1 
acvept the suggestion in the same friendly spirit in 
which it has been mae. It is also fully justified by 
the nature of the financial crisis, which, under the 
operation of the act of Congress of February 28, 
1878. is now ciose at hand. By compliance with the 
requirements of that law all the vaults of the Fed- 
eral Treasury have been and are heaped full of 
silver coins, which are now worth less than 
& per cent of the gold dollar prescribed as 
the “unit of value im section 14 of the act 
of February 12, 1873, and which. with silver 
certificates representing such coin, are receivable 
for all public dues, being thus receivable, while also 
increasing in quantity at the rate of $28,000,000 per 
year, it has foilowe’ of necessity that the flow of 
gold into the Treasury has been steadily diminished. 
Si ver and silver certificates have — and are 
now dispiacing gold., and the sum of gold in the 


Federal Treasury, now available for the payment of 
gold obligatio: — the United States, and for

Wasuincror, D. C., February 28.—There is a good 


deal of anxiety to-day under the calm exterior of 
both branches of Congress, regarding the pros- 
pect of an extra session. Ever since the refusal by 
the House to pass the silver suspension proposi. 
tion, it has been believed that the danger of 


an extra session was past. To-day it comes 
to the surface, however, that the danger is by no 


means averted. There has been but one of the ap- 
propriation bills yet signed. Thirteen have passed 
ine House and six the Senate. There are vet,there- 
fore. eight to be acted upon by the Senate. But 
this is not the worst. Ot those passed by the Sen- 
ate three contain legislation that the House 
conferees positively refuse to agree in. 
while the Senate conferees and the Senate itself is 
determined not to recede from its position. One of 
these is the subsidy clause in the post office bill; 
another is the $2,000,000 clause inthe navy bill for 
completing the monitors, and the other is the one 
in the Indian bill, There is a dead lock on every 
one of these. and the members 
of both Appropriation Committees are 
really a good deal disturbed to-day over a prospect 
that they may not be able to get through in the two 
days left after to-day. 


The Congo Matter. 

Wasnrvoctor. D. C., February 23.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, by a vote of 6to4 
adopted Mr. Phelps’ resolution relative to the Congo 
Congress. The following, prepared by Representa- 
tive Belmont, will be reported by a minority of the 
committee: That the House of Representatives, 
heedful of the admonitions of Washington, and 
faithful to that neutral policy of separa-

The Stricken Veteran’s Family and Friends 
Give Up All Hope—The ex-President No 


Longer Able to Take Food—Dr. Douglass 
Gives Up All Hope—He Cannot Survive 
but a Few Weeks. 


New York, February 28.—In regard to Gen 
Grant's health, Col. Frederick Grant said to a re- 
porter, this afternoon: “My father is a very sick 
man. There is no use in longer denying the fact. 
We have made every effort to keep the facts from 
the public, because we knew that as soon as it 
should become, known that he was - danger- 
ously il, there would be hundreds 
of letters coming in with every mail, and this would 
only excite him, and make a cure less hopeful. My 
father has had very little rest for the past few 
nights. He was up and about his room for a little 
whileyesterday and. we hope to get him up to-day, but 
he is suffering constant pain in the ear and head. 
For any facts concerning the nature of his disease 
I refer you to his physicians. The doctors who are 
attending him are Dr. Fordyce Barker, Dr. J. H. 
Douglas anc Dr. H. B. Lands of this city, and Dr. 
T. M. Merker of Philadelphia.“ 

Dr. Douglas said: “I am in no wise responsible 
for the rose-colored report that appeared 
in the Medical Journal last week. 
Two days before the report was published I had 
a conversation with Dr. Sands at Gen. Grant's 
house. As a result of the consultation we both de- 
cided that the cancerous growth at the root of the 
tongue was hardening and steadily growing worse. 
A microscopoical examination by an expert 
proved beyond a doubt a case of malignant epithe- 
lial growth. Gen. Grant is a very sick man. I 
think there is little or no hope that he will recover. 
He is breaking down, but has displayed much 
courage. In less than a month he has done as much 
assix or eight hours work a day, but has had 


little or no sleep for the past 
eight days. We have tried to keep 


the knowledge of his true condition from the Gen- 
eral, because he had so many other troubles to bear. 
I have all along maintained that his trouble is from 


cancerous growth at the root of his tongue, caused, 


undoubtedly, by excess in smoking. Every time 
he speaks, or breathes, or eats, this is dis- 


turbed. It is difficult to treat it for 


that reason. There have been times when the 


growth has been temporarily checked, but it has 


never been arrested, and is steadily increasing. 
There has been considerable loss of the soft palate. 
He takes nourishment every day in liquid form. 
He cannot cat solid food because he has 


lost all his teeth. They were extracted in the hope 
of easing the pain in his face. This pain, although 


it resembles neuralgia, is not that pure and simple, 
but is a reflection of the pain caused by the cancer 
in the throat. He has been suffering from a se- 
vere pain in the right ear and on the 


top of the head. To ease this 
his head is kept wrapped in hot flannels. I cannot 
say bow near the end he is. He may live 
for months yet, as men suffering from this 
disease have done, but I don't think there 
is any hope that he will ever recover.”

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Sm Repvers Briier. whois at present in the 
most trying situation in the Soudan, although com- 
paratively a young man, has had plenty of experi- 
ence in savage warfare. He has been with Gen. 
Wolseley in nearly all of his noted campaigns, be- 
ginning with his Red River expedition in Canada, 
He entered the army in 1856, and was first engaged 
in active service in the Indian mutiny. He served 
in the Ashantee war, and was all through the Zulu 
troubles, first with Sir Garnet Wolseley and after- 
ward with Sir Evelyn Wood. He was alsaactive in 
the campaign against Arabi Pasha, and it was in 
this service that he gained his promotion to the 
rank of Major General. Gen. Buller is net only an 
experienced soldier, but he is counted among the 
bravest of men personally. His individual feats of 
valor have made him famous, and his sating the 
lives of three wounded troopers on successive occa- 
sions in the Zulu war gained him the Victoria Cross 
for his gallantry. 


EnG.iisg society has a deeper interest than usual 
in the outcome of the war in Egypt, because its pet 
regiment has been sent to reinforce the troops al- 
ready there The Guards is the crack regiment of 
the army, and contains in its ranks the blue bloods 
ofthe country. It is officered entirely by mem- 
bers of the aristocracy, and has acted as the imme 
diate bodyguard of the Sovereign fromthe time of 
the Stuarts, and are considered the flower of the 
army. Their absence makes a void in society which 
it is hard to fill, and it is reported that the pressure 
was so strong and the indignation so great when 
they were ordered out, that their departure was de- 
layed fully twenty-four hours. If the Mahdi 
should happen toinjure one of these high bred 

soldiers, he wouldcreate a panic in London.

Tozzi lost all he had won and 
all he had by following the bermit's instructions, 
while his neighbors were reduced to bergary. 
When this result had been reached the peasants 
formed a. mob and, going to the abode of their 
prophet, dragged him out, broke his limbs and, 
putting him ina barrel, took him to an outhouse, 
where he was kept on bread and water for three 
months before he was digcovered. Ten of his per- 
secutors have been arrested and are to be tried. 


Tun Police Courts of London furnish innumerable 
phases of life and character and frequently inci- 
dents which are full of pathos, horror or romance 
The report of acase at West Home illustrates the 
misery, degradation and heartlessness of the lower 
classes of English society.

THE "CHANGE FAILURES, 


Web M. Samuel Discusses His 
Present Situation.

Benj. W. Lewis Claims Assets $180,- 
000, Liabilities $30,000.

The Results of Yesterday's Flurry in 
the Grain Pit—What the Principals 
Have to Say--To-Day'’s Develop- 


ments. 


The history of the two failures yesterday on 
‘Change can not yet be fully given, as the magni- 
tude of the business done by E. M. Samuel & Sons 
has made it impossible for the men whoare at 
work on the books to give, as yet, any report as to 
where the firm stands. Itis known, however, tnat 
the Lewis suspension is only a temporary one, and 
will, in all probability, be ended in a day or two. 
A reporter who called at the Recorder's 
office early this morning, found that at four min- 
utes past nine to-day a deed of trust had been filed 
which conveyed a large amount of Mr. Benjamin 
W. Lewis’ property on trust to secure two notes ag- 
gregating $51,000, one being for $26,000 and one for 
$35,000, which had been given to Wm. T. Anderson. 
The deed and the notes bear date December 2, 
1884, and run for twelve and fourteen months, and 
convey property which is believed tobe easily 
worth $100,000. The deed of trust contains a clause 
leasing the property back to Benj. W. Lewis at a 
rental of one cent per month, during 
the existence of the deed of trust. A singular feat- 
ure of this deed is the fact that immediately below 
the notary's certificate to the deed is written a 
statement acknowledging the payment,upon Feb- 
rurary 27, of the note for $26,000. This, however, is 
not'signed by any one, and the words have been 
erased by drawing lines in red ink through them. 
trust was recorded this 
morning, given by Ernest P. Bell, Clara 
D. Tracy and Charles F. Tracy, her 
husband, upon ten acres of ground on the southwest 
corner of Union avenue and Olive. to secure the 
payment of $10,000 to the Commercial Banz. This 
property is said to have been worth $€0,v00 origin- 
ally. The note is dated February 27 and runs one 


year. 
A reporter visited Mr, 


B. W. LEWIS 
at his office, 210 N. Third street, and asked him if he 
was ready to make any statement 
of bis tion. Mr. Lewis said 
that he would very much prefer to have nothing at 
all said about the matter, as his trouble was prac- 
ticaily over. “As far as I have been able to re 
the matter out,“ said he, there are about $30,000 
of unsecured .debts that I owe. To meet this 
indebtedness, I have still $180,000 worth of unincum- 
bered property. That is the situation ina nutshell. 
Nobody will lose one cent Wy me; of that the public 
may be entirely sure, and ali of my losses come upon 
myself, individually ; none of the other concerns with 
which I am connected will lose a dollar.“ 

“This $180,000 worth of property, Mr. Lewis, 
does not inciude the transfers made yesterday!“

Items of Interest in Local Circles—The 
Strike. 

Intelligence was received at the Wabash head- 
quarters this morning that the Moberly car shops 
are running, but only a partial force in the machine 
shop is at work. No violence has been reported to 
the officials yet. Atthe Springfield shops fifty of 
the strikers are still holding out, and 300 have re- 
turned to their duties. The rebellion in Chicago is 
still in progress, and other hands have been placed 
in the shops, and a guard of six police officers of 
the Town on the Lake are on duty day and night. K. 


H. Wade, superintendent of trans on, tele- 
graphed from Chicago that everything is quiet at 
the shops, and that there is a crowd of 


lookers-on, but they are making no demonstration 
of acy kind. It is the intention to double the police 
protection for to-night and to-morrow night. At Ft. 
Wayne and Peru nothing of a strike has occurred.

Col. A, A. Talmage. general manager of the Wa- 
bash, who nas just returued from Chicago, was seen 
this morning by a Post-DisPaTcH reporter. The 
reduction question came up when Col. Talmage 
stated that he had tried to fix matters to be just to 
both sides. While a reduction pf 10 per cent has 
been made, the men really make more money than 
before, because, being paid by the hour and the day 
being extended two hours the actual amount re- 
ceived by each employe is in excess of the oid 
wages. For instance, where a machinist receiving 
thirty cents Ler nour was paid $2 40 per day for 
eight hours’ work he now receives $2 70 tor ten 
hours, the 10 per cen. reduction having been made 
ou the day s pay. The pay received by shop 
bauds runs from 5 and i cents per hour 
for apprentices to 30 cents per hour for skilled 
machinists. In cases where employes receive less 
tuau $1 30 per day ti.e reduction has been but 5 per 
cent. it is a weil-known faci that the Wabash, uke 
nearly all Northern roads, nas crippled. its motive 
power butting suow, and when this fact was called 
to Colonel laimage’s attention he said emphaticaliv 
that if tne Mober y men did not go back to work 
quickly the commpany cou.d afford to close the shops 
at that point and transter tue work to other suops 
where no trouble ex.sts. By this means the motive 
power aud equipment will be put ia good condition 
tor the season's traitic. 


NOONAN-WALL SCRIMMAGE. 


Several Affidavits Supporting the State- 
ments of Noonan's Friends. 

In the matter of Judge Noonan’s reported contro- 
versy in the saloon of James J. Brophy with Depu- 
ty Sheriff Wall, the various parties who were pres- 
ent in the saloon at the time the two persons men- 
tioned were there together voluntarily made 
Sworn statements of the case. The affidavits were 
taken out before George P. Wolf, notary public, 

Brophy, the proprietor of the saloon, in his affi- 
davit. reaffirms the statement of the case which he 
made in the Post-Dispatca of the 2th inst., and 
states that no such language as attributed to Judge 
Noonan was used by him. and that Walls state- 
ment, as printed in the Post-Dispatcn of the 27th, 
is a series of f hoods, except in so far asit re- 
lates to the presence in the saloon of Mr. Wall and 
Judge Noonan.

The affidavit of Andy Monteith, who drove the 
hack in which Judge Noonan and Deputy Sheriff 
Brennan had been riding, is to the effect that the 
Judge was not underthe influence of liquor and 
that he used no indecent or obscene language. He 
states that Wall was drunk and used abusive and 
—— ne language on the sidewalk as well as in 
saloon. . 
Deputy Sheriff James J. Brennan states in his 
affidayit that the story of Wallis false, and that 
Brophy’s statement is true. He states that on the 
night in question Judge Noonan entered the saloon 
at request, he having business witn the 
tor. Wail was drinking beer at a table with a 
woman; that Wall applieda vile nameto Judge 
Noonan and that the latter made no other demon- 
stration than any gentieman would in repelling a 
drunken man. He says that if the Judge had used 
any bad language he would have heard it, as he was 
with him all the time. 

C. Risch, in the employ of Brophy, says in his af- 

fidavit that Wall insuited the Judge, ling him a 
vile name, and saving. “You held my friend Mattie 
Sheehan over to the Grand Jury,” and that the 
Judge used no violent language, and turned and 
left the room. 
John Clark, a contractor and builder, states in his 
affidavit that Judge Noonan was not drunk, and 
that he conducted himself as a through- 
out.

In 
fact. italways was the point where slave-traders 
fitted out their expeditions, obtained their recruits, 
and found a market for their human cattle. I was 
there while Gordon was Governor-General of the 
Soudan.

They are governed in an absolutely patriarchal way 
by their great sheikhs. and their condition is very 
much like that of their ancestors in the davs of 
Abraham and Lotand Ishmael.

lations. What is most striking about him is his 

rtinacity and his power of holding his followers 
in spite of defeat. Itis nearly four vears since he 
first raised the standard of revolt, and during that 
time he has suffered nine or ten serious defeats with 
barely an equal number of successes. After every 
defeat ne has returned to the attack stronger than 


before. Three times he was repulsed with heavy 
losses while besieging El Obeid, but he finally cap- 
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| an immense plain, studded with enormous baobabs, 
which always grow singty 100 or 200 yards apart. 
It is a place of 15,000 or 20,000 inhabitants, almost 
hidden in thickets of hegliks and mimosas. which 
give it a@ pleasing appearance from a distance. 
There are a few substantial, well-built houses be- 
longing to Greek and Egyptian merchants. The 
telegraph, on iron posts brought from England, 
connecting it with Khartoum and Cairo, was com-

ROMANTIC NED BU NTLINE. 

It is thirty-six years since the Macready riots 
made a local hero of Edward Z. C. Judson, other- 
wise Ned Buntline. He was at that time the editor 
of a weekly paper called Ned Buntline's Own, whose 
specialty was its intensely American editorial 
policy and its red-hot American romances. Both 
of these distinguishing qualities of Ned Buntline's 
Own were due directly to its editor. He was re- 
garded as the chief instigator of the outbreak 
against the English tragedian, and was sentenced 
in September, 1849, to a year’s imprisonment on 
Blackwell's Island and a fine of $250. He paid 
both, and while on the Island created the first 
library brought together there for the benefit of the 
prisoners. Up to and during the war Ned Buntline 
was the most popular story writer in America, 
his romances never failing to create a furor. After 
the war, out of which he came with the title of 
Colonel, he distinguished himself as a temperance 


advocate till he discovered Buffalo Bill, wrote a 
story Which made bim famous and went in for 
theatrical management with border dramas of his 
own creation. He was not successful, though 
Buffalo Bill himself has made a fortune in the pro- 
fession in which Ned Buntline launched him. The 
latter is still writing stories, which are as popular 
with the boys of to-day as his first used to be with 
their fathers. After a fees adventurousas that of 
one of bis own heroes, he is still enioying life in 
rural retirement upon those strict teu. erance prin-

tunity. 


THE GREAT JACK HARKAWAY. 

Probably the most famous of story writers with 
the boys of England and America is Bracebridge 
Hemyne, whose nom de plume of “Jack Harkaway” 
is attached 2 —— host of romances of the 
most actively exciting and rollickinglv si 
character. Mr. Hemyng is an Root an 
son of a well-known country gentleman and jurist, 
and was educated at the Temple as a barrister He 
ate the orthodox number of dinners, settled in 
chambers, and while waiting for clients began to 
write for the press.

In 
consequence of this he came to New York a 
dozen years ago, and until 1880 remained a resident 
here, contributing to the publications of Frank 
Leslie, and to his London ones as well. He earned 
and spent a fine fortune and returned to England. 
after a tour of the American continent, much richer 
in experience than money. He now resides in Lon- 
don, where he contributes to the press and practices 
law, in which latter field he has built up a band-

To write of Francis Bret Harte is to write of one 
of the men who have made American literature 
distinctive and illustrious. Born in New York State 
in 1839, Mr. Harte drifted to the Pacific coast at the 
age of 15. and wandered about digging gold, teach- 
ing school, runuing express and setting type for a 
living and beguiling his leisure by writing stories 
which after a time began to attract attention to 
him. He was advanced in 1857 from compositor on 
the Golder Erato assistant editor, and then be- 
came editor-in-chief of the once famous Weekly 
Californian. , His first noteworthy works were in 
verse, and included “John Burns at Gettysburg.“ 
and other war poenis. In 1868, while editor of 
the Overland Monthly, an accidental 
gap in the magazine gave oportunity for 
the publication of his “Luck of Roaring Camp.” 
The publishers, who feared it would ruin the maya- 
zine, were amazed to find it make them famous as 
well as its author. From that time forth Mr. Ilarte 
was recognized as one of the men in our literature. 
His stories and poems, notably “The Heathen Chi- 
nee.“ acquired a colossal success. His contribu- 
tions reached the Eastern magazines and finally he 
followed them. In 1871 he came to New York, and 
in 1878 was made United States Consul at Crefeld. 
in Prussia. Thence he was appointed to Glasgow. 
where he remains, Personally Mr. Harte is an 
easy-going and genial gentleman, and his opinion 
on brandy and soda is looked upon by those who 
know him as that of an expert.

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THE GREAT EVENT. 


Preparations of Washington Society 
Ladies for the Inaugural Ball.

The Elaborate Arrangements of the Grand 
Ball-Room—Abdication of the Republican 
Social Administretion — The Probable 
New Society Leaders—Events of the Week. 


Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasuincton, D., C., February 26.—Of course, the 
approaching inaueuration, with its great ball and 
greatest ball- room that this country has ever seen, 
is the principal topic. The publication of the cos- 
tumes to be worn on that occasion, in this corre- 
spondence a week ago, has created something of a 
palpitation in certain tender feminine breasts. There 
are two classes who are onthe anxious bench about it, 
those whose costumes were described, and those 
whose were not described. Indeed, it might be 
added that thereisathird class more disturbed 
than the others—those who have no costumes 
to describe. It is to those who have no new gowns 
to wear to the ball, or who realize the elaboration of 
costumes, as compared with their own, that the 
panorama becomes most painful in advance. But 
it should be remembered that there are to be several 
thousand dresses at the ball, and that the cut or fit 
or material of one or two or a dozen will be a small 


matter in the general effect. 

That the ball is to be the greatest if not grand- 
est one that this country has seen seems to be con- 
ceded. Twenty-five hundred dancers may be, it is 
estimated, upon the floor at one time, as many 
more upon the promenades, and as many in the 
galleries as on the dancing and promenading floors 
together. The Pension builaing is a “hollow 
square.” It isa huge building with a big “court” 
inside its walls, the building proper stretching 
round on the four sides of this court. Itis in this 
court, roofed over, that the ball is toheld. The roof 
is on, the floor laid, and the work of decorating well 
begun. It might have been ready by this date, the 
committee say. The ball-room floor is to cover 
the clear space inside the columns which run round 
the court, near to the walls. Inside these columns 
are promenades. At the top of them, above the 
promenades, have been arrange i seats in tiers to 
accommodate, it is said, as many as 5,000 people. 
„It is said to be.“ said a member of the committee, 
“the greatest ball-roont and the greatest ball that 
this country has ever seen. There will be but one 
ball-room in the world that equals it in size.“ 

There is some difficulty experienced just now 
about obtaining plants with which to decorate it. 
The room is so large that as many as 10,000 are de- 
sired. Ten thousand tropical plants are a good 
many even when you have the aggregate collec- 
tions of the White House, Botanica! Garden and Ag- 
ricultural Department to draw from. There is yet 
some doubt, however, whether all of these can be 
had, as there is said to be neither precedent nor 
law to permit it. 

SOCIETY AND THE COURT-MARTIAL. 

Society is laughing in its sleeve over the findings 
in the Swaim court-martial. It is pretty well un- 
derstood that the whole attack on Swaim wasa 
piece of petty malice, set up by some army people 
who hate bim because he had been boosted into 
office over their heads by Garfield, to whom Swaim 
had loaned money and made himself generally use- 
ful. Swaim has been a money-lender all along, and 
has accumulated while these army people have 
squandered. It is supposed to be a great crime for 
an army officer to live in anything but an extrava- 

ant style. As for a military man accumu- 

ating anything on his own salary or 
exertions, that is a thing quite unheard 
of, and entirely unendurable in army 
circles. Of course if a military man can marry a 
fortune and thus quarter himself upon some wealthy 
old fellow who has made a fortune by trade or con- 
tract or outright stealing, it is all right, but that is 
the only effort to accumulate wealth that is permis- 
sible according to army customs. So when Swaim 
was not only jumped into position over the heads 
of the other fellows, but set deliberately to work 
when he got there to save some of his salary, it was 
too much, and the word went out that Swaim must 
be boycotted. So he was boycotted, not only by 
army circies direct, but by every toady who could 
be reached in a social way. And the resuit is, to 
make a long story short, that Swaim is suspended 
from duty forever, for his time for retirement 
comes iong before his twelve years of suspension 
are finished, and he goes on drawing pay at the rate 
of about $3,000 per year, with absolutely nothing to 
do. His pay, if on duty, is $5,500 per year, with 
commutation of quarters and forage which brings 
the total up to over $6,000 a year. His sentence is 
suspension from duty, with half pay for twelve 


years. This means twelve years at $3,000 
a year without a stroke of work for 
the $36,000 thus to be id, and no

responsibility. When this term is ended he will be 
ready for retirement, and will, asa retired officer, 
get over $4,000 a year, with nothing to do. So, by
